"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 28A 300
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) The legislature finds that a statew de student assessnent
system should inprove and inform classroom instruction, support
accountability, and provide useful information to all levels of the
educational system including students, parents, teachers, schools,
school districts, and the state. The legislature intends to redesign
the current statew de system in accordance with the recommendati ons of
t he Washi ngt on assessnent of student |earning |egislative work group,
t o:

(a) Include nmultiple assessnent formats, including both formative
and summative, as necessary to provide information to help inprove
instruction and i nformaccountability;

(b) Enable collection of data that allows both statew de and
nati onw de conpari sons of student | earning and achi evenent; and

(c) Be balanced so that the information used to nmake significant
decisions that affect school accountability or student educational
progress includes nmany data points and does not rely on solely the
results of a single assessnent.

(2) The legislature further finds that one conponent of the
assessnment system should be instructionally supportive formative
assessnents. The key design elenments or characteristics of an
instructionally supportive assessnent nust:

(a) Be aligned to state standards in areas that are bei ng assessed,;

(b) Measure student growh and conpetency at mnultiple points
t hroughout the year in a manner that allows instructors to nonitor
student progress and have the necessary trend data with which to
i nprove instruction;
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(c) Provide rapid feedback;

(d) Link student growth with instructional elenents in order to
gauge the effectiveness of educators and curricul a;

(e) Provide tests that are appropriate to the skill level of the
st udent;

(f) Support instruction for students of all abilities, including
hi ghly capabl e students and students with | earning disabilities;

(g) Be culturally, Ilinguistically, and cognitively relevant,
appropriate, and understandable to each student taking the assessnent;

(h) Inform parents and draw parents into greater participation of
the student's study plan;

(i) Provide a way to analyze the assessnent results relative to
characteristics of the student such as, but not limted to, English
| anguage | earners, gender, ethnicity, poverty, age, and disabilities;

(j) Strive to be conputer-based and adaptive; and

(k) Engage students in their |earning.

(3) The legislature further finds that a second conponent of the
assessnment system should be a state-adm ni stered summti ve achi evenent
assessnent that can be used as a check on the educational system in
order to guide state expectations for the instruction of children and
satisfy legislative demands for accountability. The key design
el ements or characteristics of the state adm nistered achievenent
assessnent nust:

(a) Be aligned to state standards in areas that are bei ng assessed,;

(b) Maintain and i ncrease academ c rigor;

(c) Measure student |earning growh over years; and

(d) Strengthen curricul um

(4) The legislature further finds that a third conponent of the
assessnment systemshoul d i ncl ude cl assroom based assessnents, which may
be formative, sunmative, or both. Depending on their use, classroom
based assessnents should have the sane design elenents and
characteristics described in this section for formative and summative
assessnents.

(5 The legislature further finds that to sustain a strong and
vi abl e assessnent system preservice and ongoing training should be
provided for teachers and admnistrators on the effective use of
different types of assessnents.
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(6) The legislature further finds that as the statew de data system
i s devel oped, data should be collected for all state-required statew de
assessnments to be wused for accountability and to nonitor overal
student achi evenent.

(7) The superintendent of public instruction, in consultation with
the state board of education, shall begin design and devel opnent of an
overal | assessnent systemthat neets the principles and characteristics
described in this section. In designing formative and summative
assessnents, the superintendent shall solicit bids for the use of
conputeri zed adaptive testing nmet hodol ogi es.

(8) Beginning Decenmber 1, 2009, and annually thereafter, the
superintendent and state board shall jointly report to the |legislature
regarding the assessnent system including a cost analysis of any
changes and costs to expand availability and use of instructionally
supportive formative assessnents.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The superintendent of public instruction
shal | :

(1) Revise the nunber of open-ended questions and extended
responses in the statew de achievenent assessnent in grades three
t hrough eight and ten to reduce the cost and tine of adm nistering the
assessnent while retaining validity and reliability of the assessnent
and retaining assessnment of critical thinking skills. By Decenber 1,
2009, the superintendent shall report to the |egislature regarding the
changes, including a cost anal ysis of the changes; and

(2) Revisit the alternative assessnents, the appeals process,
i ncl udi ng considering authorizing |ocal school districts to determ ne
the outcone of an appeal by a student to denonstrate that he or she has
the | evel of understanding of a content area assessed on the Washi ngton
assessnent of student | earning necessary to neet the state standard but
was unable to denonstrate that understanding on the assessnent or an
alternative assessnent, and the Wshington alternative assessnent
system portfolios for students wth the nost significant cognitive
di sabilities. By Decenber 1, 2009, the superintendent shall make
recommendations to the |l egislature for inprovenents.

Sec. 3. RCW 28A. 655. 066 and 2008 ¢ 163 s 3 are each anended to
read as foll ows:
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(1)(a) In consultation with the state board of education, the
superintendent of public instruction shall devel op statew de end-of -
course assessnments for high school mathematics that neasure student
achievenment of the state mathematics standards. The superintendent
shall take steps to ensure that the |anguage of the assessnents is
responsive to a diverse student popul ation. The assessnents shall be
inplenmented statewide in the 2010-11 school vyear.

(b) The superintendent shall devel op end-of -course assessnents ((+r
algebra — I+ — georetry— — integrated — mathematies — - — and — Hntegrated
mathemati-es —H—TFhe —superi-ntendent —shall-—rake —the—algebra—t—and

cour-se—assessrents—+n—algebrat——georet+y—integrated—atheraties -
and—+ategrated—mathenpttes—H-—shal—be—t+hplenented—statewde—+n—the
201011 —-school—year)) for the first year of high school nmathematics
that include the_ standards_ comobn_to_algebra_ | _and_integrated
mat hematics | and for the second _year of high school mathenatics that
i nclude the standards conmon to geonetry and integrated mathematics I1.
The assessnents under this subsection (1)(b) shall be used to
denonstrate that a student neets the state standard on the mat henatics
content area_ of the high school Wshington assessnent of student
| earning for purposes of RCWZ28A. 655. 061.

(c) The superintendent of public instruction shall also_ devel op
subtests for the end-of-course assessnents that neasure standards for
the first two years of high school nethematics that are unique to
algebra_ 1, integrated nmathenatics_ |, geonetry, —and_ integrated
mat hematics Il. The results of the subtests shall be reported at the
student, teacher, school, and district |evel.

(2) For the graduating ((etass—e+—26143)) classes of 2013 and 2014
and for purposes of the certificate of academ c achi evenent under RCW
28A. 655. 061, a student may use: (a) Results fromthe ((algebrat—end—
of——course—assessrent—plus—the —georetry—end-ol-—course—assessrent—or

end- of - course assessnent for the first year of high school mathenatics
plus the results fromthe end-of -course assessnent for the second year

standard on the mat hematics content area of the high school Washi ngton
assessnent of student | earning.

(3) Beginning with the graduating class of ((2634)) 2015 and for
purposes of the «certificate of academ c achievenent under RCW
28A. 655. 061, the mathematics content area of the WAshi ngton assessnent

of student |earning shall be assessed using ((ertherthealgebrat—end—

Hiegrated—mat-henatics— —end-of-course—assessnent—plus—theintegrated
mat-herattes—tH—end-of—course—assesswent)) the end-of -course assessnent

for the first year of high school mathematics plus the end-of-course

assessnent for the second year of high school mathematics. All of the
objective alternative assessnents available to students under RCW
28A. 655. 061 and 28A. 655. 065 shall be available to any student who has

t aken the sequence of end-of-course assessnents once but does not neet

the state nmathematics standard on the sequence of end-of-course
assessnents.

(4) The superintendent of public instruction shall report at |east
annually or nore often if necessary to keep the educati on conmttees of
the legislature informed on each step of the developnent and
i npl enent ati on process under this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The office of the superintendent of
public instruction, in consultation with the state board of education
and the professional educator standards board, shall develop an
i npl enmentation plan and strategies to ensure that all students have the
opportunity to learn the new science and mathemati cs standards. The
pl an nust include the foll ow ng conponents:

(a) Strategies to help districts inprove their alignnent of
curriculum and teacher instruction to the new standards;

(b) | dentification of effective intervention prograns and
strategies for struggling students; and

(c) An assessnent of the feasibility of inplenenting the current
tinelines for students to denonstrate that they have net state
mat hematics and science standards on the statew de high school
assessnents.

(2) The office of the superintendent of public instruction, in
consultation with the state board of education, shall also recomend
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whet her to use a conprehensive assessnent or end-of -course assessnents,
i ncluding the costs for developing and inplenenting these assessnents,
for the high school assessnment for students to denonstrate that they
have achi eved proficiency on the state's sci ence standards.

(3) The office of the superintendent of public instruction shal
report to the governor and |egislature by Decenber 1, 2009, on the
i npl enentation plan and the recommended nethod of assessnent for
sci ence.

Sec. 5. RCW 28A. 305.215 and 2008 ¢ 274 s 2 and 2008 ¢ 172 s 2 are
each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) The activities in this section revise and strengthen the state
| earni ng standards that inplenent the goals of RCW 28A. 150.210, known
as the essential academi c |earning requirenments, and inprove alignnent
of school district curriculumto the standards.

(2) The state board of education shall be assisted in its work
under subsections (3), (4), and (5) of this section by: (a) An expert
nati onal consultant in each of mathematics and science retained by the
state board; and (b) the mathematics and science advisory panels
created under RCW 28A. 305.219, as appropriate, which shall provide
review and formal comrent on proposed recommendations to the
superi ntendent of public instruction and the state board of education
on new revi sed standards and curri cul a.

(3) By Septenber 30, 2007, the state board of education shall
recomrend to the superintendent of public instruction revised essenti al
academc learning requirenents and grade |evel expectations in
mat hematics. The recommendati ons shall be based on:

(a) Considerations of clarity, rigor, content, depth, coherence
fromgrade to grade, specificity, accessibility, and neasurability;

(b) Study of:

(i) Standards used in countries whose students denonstrate high
performance on the trends in international mathematics and science
study and the programme for international student assessnent;

(11) College readi ness standards;

(tii1) The national council of teachers of mathematics focal points
and the national assessnent of educational progress content franmeworks;
and
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(iv) Standards used by three to five other states, including
California, and the nation of Singapore; and

(c) Consideration of information presented during public coment
peri ods.

(4)(a) By February 29, 2008, the superintendent of public
instruction shall revise the essential academ c | earning requirenents
and the grade |evel expectations for mathenmatics and present the
revised standards to the state board of education and the education
commttees of the senate and the house of representatives as required
by RCW28A. 655. 070(4) .

(b) The state board of education shall direct an expert nationa
consul tant in mathematics to:

(1) Analyze the February 2008 version of the revised standards,
i ncluding a conparison to exenpl ar standards previously reviewed under
this section;

(ii1) Recomrend specific |anguage and content changes needed to
finalize the revised standards; and

(ii1) Present findings and reconmmendations in a draft report to the
state board of educati on.

(c) By May 15, 2008, the state board of education shall reviewthe
consultant's draft report, consult the mathematics advisory panel, hold
a public hearing to receive coment, and direct any subsequent
nodi fications to the consultant's report. After the nodifications are
made, the state board of education shall forward the final report and
recommendations to the superintendent of public instruction for
i npl enent ati on.

(d) By July 1, 2008, the superintendent of public instruction shal
revise the mathematics standards to conform precisely to and
i ncorporate each of the recomendati ons of the state board of education
under ((subseetieon—<{4)))(c) of this ((seetien)) subsection and submt
the revisions to the state board of education.

(e) By July 31, 2008, the state board of education shall either
approve adoption by the superintendent of public instruction of the
final revised standards as the essential academ c | earning requirenents
and grade |evel expectations for mathematics, or develop a plan for
ensuring that the recommendati ons under ((subseetien—{4)))(c) of this
((seetion)) subsection are inplenented so that final revised
mat hemat i cs st andards can be adopted by Septenber 25, 2008.
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(5) By June 30, 2008, the state board of education shall recommend
to the superintendent of public instruction revised essential academc
| earning requirenments and grade |evel expectations in science. The
recommendati ons shall be based on:

(a) Considerations of clarity, rigor, content, depth, coherence
fromgrade to grade, specificity, accessibility, and neasurability;

(b) Study of standards used by three to five other states and in
countries whose students denonstrate high performance on the trends in
international mathematics and science study and the programme for
i nternational student assessnent; and

(c) Consideration of information presented during public coment
peri ods.

(6) By Decenber 1, 2008, the superintendent of public instruction
shal|l revise the essential academ c | earning requirenents and the grade
| evel expectations for science and present the revised standards to the
state board of education and the education commttees of the senate and
t he house of representatives as required by RCW 28A. 655.070(4). The
superintendent shall adopt the revised essential academ c | earning
requi rements and grade | evel expectations unless otherw se directed by
the |l egislature during the 2009 | egi sl ati ve sessi on.

(7)(a) Wthin six nonths after the standards under subsection (4)
of this section are adopted, the superintendent of public instruction
shall present to the state board of education recommendati ons for no
nmore than three basic mathematics curricula each for elenentary,
m ddl e, and hi gh school grade spans.

(b) Wthin two nonths after the presentation of the recomended
curricula, the state board of education shall provide official coment
and recommendations to the superintendent of public instruction
regardi ng the recomended mat hematics curricula. The superintendent of
public instruction shall nake any changes based on the comment and
recommendations from the state board of education and adopt the
recommended curri cul a.

(c) By ((May—315)) June_ 30, 2009, the superintendent of public
instruction shall pr esent to the state board of educati on
recommendations for no nore than three basic science curricula each for
elementary((+)) and m ddl e((-—and—high)) school grade spans and_not
nore_than_three_recomendations_for_ each_of the_ najor_ high_school
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courses within the follow ng science domains: Earth and space science,
physi cal science, and life science

(d) ((By—3uhe—36,—2009)) Wthin two nonths after the presentation
of the recommended curricula, the state board of education shal
provide official comrent and reconmendations to the superintendent of
public instruction regarding the recommended science curricula. The
superintendent of public instruction shall make any changes based on
the comment and recommendations from the state board of education and
adopt the recommended curri cul a.

(e) In selecting the recommended curricula under this subsection
(7), the superintendent of public instruction shall provide informtion
to the mathematics and science advisory panels created under RCW
28A. 305. 219, as appropriate, and seek the advice of the appropriate
panel regarding the «curricula that shall be included in the
recommendat i ons.

(f) The recommended curricula under this subsection (7) shall align
with the revised essential academc learning requirenents and grade
| evel expectations. In addition to the recomended basic curricula
appropriate diagnostic and supplenental materials shall be identified
as necessary to support each curricul a.

(g) Subject to funds appropriated for this purpose and availability
of the curricula, at l|east one of the curricula in each grade span and
in each of mathematics and science shall be available to schools and
parents online at no cost to the school or parent.

(8) By Decenber 1, 2007, the state board of education shall revise
the high school graduation requirenents under RCW 28A. 230.090 to
include a mninmum of three credits of mathematics, one of which may be
a career and technical course equivalent in mathematics, and prescribe
the mathematics content in the three required credits.

(9) Nothing in this section requires a school district to use one
of the recommended curricula under subsection (7) of this section
However, the statew de accountability plan adopted by the state board
of education under RCW 28A. 305.130 shall recomend conditions under
whi ch school districts should be required to use one of the recommended
curricula. The plan shall also describe the conditions for exception
to the curriculumrequirenent, such as the use of integrated academ c
and career and technical education curriculum Required use of the
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recommended curricula as an intervention strategy nust be authorized by
the legislature as required by RCW 28A 305.130(4)(e) before
i npl enent ati on.

(10) The superintendent of public instruction shall conduct a
conprehensi ve survey of the mathematics curricula being used by school
districts at all grade levels and the textbook and curriculum
purchasi ng cycle of the districts and report the results of the survey
to the education commttees of the | egi sl ature by Novenber 15, 2008.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. Section 5 of this act is necessary for the
i mredi ate preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or
support of the state governnment and its existing public institutions,
and takes effect imediately."
